1. (twice amended) A chambray fabric, said fabric having homogeneous 



warp yarns and homogeneous filling yarns, wherein said warp yarns are 
comprised of a homogeneous fiber type and wherein said filling yarns are 
comprised of a homogeneous fiber type that is different than that of said 
warp yarns, one of said fiber types being synthetic and the other of said 
fiber types being cellulosic, and wherein only said synthetic yarns are 
dyed and said fabric exhibits a stretch of between 10% and 16% in the 
direction of said cellulosic fibers.
